Hoxoivit, Aug. 16, via Ban Pranciseo, Aug.
22 —America has garnered the firet frults of
the Bpanist war. It was the echo of Dewer's
gurs that was heard In Honoluln on Aug. 12,
when one fag went down amid a roar of salut-
cannon And another went up to take its
The slght was most Impressive,
pot tecause of the size of the erowd,
for |t was npot large: not for tamault,
for there was little polse ; not for length of cere-
m on AL for the exervises were as simple as they
should te when one republic absorbs another,
put hecause one nationality was snuffed out
ks & spent candle, and another was set in
fta pase. 1t was but another roll of
the Juggernaut car in which the lordly Anglo-
gaxon rides 1o his dream of universal empire.
It was not Af joyous an ocoasion as far off
Ameria may imagine. When it was over,
women who wore the American emblem wiped
their efes, and men who have been strong for
annexation sald, with s throb in the throat,
“How sad it was!"

As for Hawsailans, they were not thers, It
was self-denial on thelr part, forthe
deariy loves a crowd and that invisible fluid
that f-ats from man to man and which we call
excitement, but on this day of days the Hawadl-
ans were clossly housed. They were not on the
sirests, they werenotat the storea.  They were
shut ap (o their houses, and from the Queen's
stately home tw ths meanest shed, the
open windows and closed abutiers were
joely and sombre as places of death.
Thosa who were obliged to be abroad
sippad br through back etreets and par-
row lanes They wore on thelr hats the
twistad golden Llima that talls of Jove of royalty,
orem their breasts Hawallan flags and badgrs.
o few Hawalians were in froat of the Execn-
tive bhuliding that it might have been almost
any capital exsept Honolulu. There wers
Amerieans. Portuguess, Japanese, Chinese (o
pambers, but no Hawalians, About the cere-
monies thers was all the teasion of an execu-
tion. 1t was more funeral than fide, more &
solemn seremony than s gay event, There was
someathing fine and strong in the restraint the
snpexationists put upon themselves in the
bour of thelr triumph. There was littls of
biowing of horns and tooting of whistles
Oul5 oza man drove about in a carriage groan-
ing under a load of red, whits and bize, and he
was not an American. but a Greek.

There was absolutely no speechmaking. ex-
copt & few dignifiad words from Minister
Bewall: no spread-zagleism. Do procession
and no chevring.

There were six Hawalians on the platform
reserved for distinguished folk, where diplo-
mats and Calinet ladies and Ministers' wives
were seated in cnler of their husbands' prom-
inence. One of these native women is the wifa
of 8 promisest native lawyer and politician.
He came for business reasons, and she came
becsuse he required her to. Iu  Iacinl
characteristcs she is pot unlike the ex-Queen,
and wany people mistook her for Lilinokalant.
Ebe came In on ber husband’s arm, very prood
and dignified and starely, In a foating holoku
of black and violet. her hat plumed with

royal yellow, Ehe held her head very
bkigh among ber lighter neightors, and
the tors up very well untill the Ha-

wallun band began to play “ Hawail Ponol”
for the last time as the national anthem. Then
she covered her eyes with ber lan and wept.
Ehe did not raise her eyves again and she did
ot see the Hawalian flag as it foated and then

sack {or the last time Other natives wha
wverw forred 1o be there ecovered their
eves, and an old woman who stood near
pever moved her eyes from the fag

es it dropped, but & rain of tears fell oo her
cheeks Hawailans in the ranks of the National
Guard rovered their faces and fixed their eyes
on the ground, When “Hawail Poaol™
which means “Our very own Hawail™
came to be played it was a  weak-
Iy strain, all the natives had thrown
AwWay thelr lasiruments and had fled round a
curner, out of sight. Ounly ten men. none of
them Hawnilans, were left to play. Men had
beggad their leader to be relieved from plaring
what was to them a dirge, and he had consented.

The day began with heavy showers and
threatening clouds. At 100'cloek the Hawnilan
Kational Guard formed at the barracks
prepamstory to escorting the Fhiladelphin's
men from the pler to the Exeeuotive
buiiding The men were Iin fresh
white duck with brown leggings and
blue coats, and as Col, Fisher reviewesd them
for the last time a8 An organization they pre-
sented o fine appearance. The Hawalian Color
Bergeant carried a flag bound with golden leL
There was a touch of thst comedy which
lights tragedy’s (ace when the National Guard
marched down to mest and escort the Phil-
Aleiphia’s men. The Guard marched well. They
were preceded by a corps of police offiosms,
most of them natives, with the same rotundity
which charncterizes the peace officer all over
the world These men seldom march and never
drill, and when ordered to stand in line they
i not know whether to make the line at their
s or Wt thelr beits. The orders were as
amus.ne as the marching.

The Philadeiphia’s men are raw recruits who
bad never seen each other s month ago. but as

They have alwayn been sticklers for proce-
donee In Hawall FPerhaps it ls a logacy from
thelr recent monarchy, but at any rate one
must be up In the Peerage In order o
seat a dinner party correstly in Hono-
luln, Al thess rules wers strietly ad-
hered to on this last btut one publie
appearance of the tiny counrt of the lsland
republic. The gorgeous officials of the Foreign
Office acted as ushers. The platform. des-
orated with satwinad Hawaiian and American
fings withoat, waa divided Into halves within.
The front row of seats on one side was
left vacant for President Dole and his
Cabinet ; that on the other for Minlster Bewall,
Admiral Miller and his staff,

tand viaying Hawailan music Behind
them were the blucjackets of the Philadelphia,
as American in looks as the guard ls foreign.
Separated from the Philadelphia’s men, walking
apart. were thres men from the Philadelphia,
with a great roll in their arms. This prosale-
looking bundie was the American flag. soon o
be raised. The avenoe of palms was full of rows
of sailors {n blue and whits, The spaces to the
side were crowded with soldiers with brown
facea

At 11:45 President Dole and his Cabinet an-
tered, everyhody standing as they came on the
platform. The President was well dressed
and his faco was grave. The men of his
Cablpet were not all so correctly garbed. The
President and his best man were followed lm-
medistaly by Minister Sewall. Admiral Miller,
and his staff. Just at this time a gentle rain
was falling—""Hquid shine " they call It in Ha-
wail—and the sense of oppression was great as
the atmosphere became beavier and less easy
to breatha,

The Bev. (. L. Pearson of the First Methodist
Church was the man chosen to make the last
prarer of the missfonary government. He
prayed for Hawail Ne! and especially for her
native sons and daughters. During the prayer
every one on the platform stood. Minister
Bewall Angering restlessly and unconsciously
a large bive savelops of offielal appearance
which he beld under his arm.

Mr. Bewall s a little man with bestling brow,
but he stood very straight for the cocasioa, and
his voios was the only one that carried. Faelng
the President, who had risen, Mr. Sewall sald
in & volee that flickered for a moment and then
blazed out with renewed streagth:

“Mr, President. I preseat you a eertified
sopy of a jolnt resolution of the Congress of the
United States, approved by the Presideat July
7. 1568, entitied 'Joint resolutios to provide
for annexation of the Hawallan Talands to
the TUnited States” This jolat resolution
secepts, matifles and confirme on the part
of tha Unlted States the cession formally con-
sented to and spproved by the republic of
Hawall™

The sguare blue envelops went under Presl-
dent Dole's arm and that gentleman replied:

“A tresty of political union having been
made, snd cession formally consentad to bythe
republie of Hawall, baviog been scoepted by
the Upited States of Ameriea. I now,
in the interest of the Hawalian body politie,
and with full fd in the h . justice,
and friendship of the American people. yield
up to you, us representative of the Government
of the United Btates, the soverslgnty and pub-
lie property of the Hawaiian Islends. ™

Mr. Bewull's reply was:

Mg PeesmoEwy: In the name of the United
Btates [ ascept the transfer of the soversignty
and property of the Hawalian Government
The Admiral rommanding the Unitad States
naval foroes in these waters will proceed to
perform the duty intrusted to him."

By this time it Incked but six minutes of 12
and faint. quavering strains of = Hawall Ponol™
were heard coming up with but half their usaal
volume.

President Dole made a signal to Col. Soper,
who waved a white handkerchie! to some one
in the crowd. The troogs presented arms, and
far away was heard the boom of the Phia-
delphia’s salute and the nearer tremble
of the Hawalian battary. There were
twenty-one guns, the last national sahte
to the Hawalian fiag. Before tbhe salute there
was vigorous wig-wagging of sigoal flags from
the central tower, upon which, as well as upon
side towers, men had besn posted all the
morning. Bugies ross snd fell at last In
melancholy “taps.” and while every one held
his breath, the beautifu! flag of Hawall shad-
dered for an instant, then started and slowly
sank to the ground, where !t was caught and
foldad.

Just as it started In its descent the clouds
broke and & square of blue sky sbowed ftsell
Every man within sound of the saluting guns
uncovered, and far away at the'water froot Kan-
aka boatmen plylug thelr trade bared and bowed
their beads, the Admiral nodded to Lieut. Win-
terhalter, who gave the order * Colom roll off,"
sad cheery Amerjcan buglés cut the alr. Then
the well-loved struins of “The Btar-Spangled
Banner” eame {rom the Philadelphia's band and
the flag commenced its ascent. It was an im-
mense pleoe of bunting, what is known in pavy
pariance as a “number ooe regulation™ It was
thirty teet Jong and elghteen feet wide, and
as it went up the bhalyards ‘t seemed to
eover entirely the fromt of the bullding.
Almost simultaneously smaller lags were run
to thelr places on the side towers and again
was beard the salute of the gunsto the new
soverelgnty. The Contral fag was a0 Immenss
that it bung lUmp and lifeless for & mo-
ment. Then it caught the breath of »
passing Dbreeze and fuang iteell wide.
Then for the frst time there was a cheer
from the places where sal America’s pew
citizgens of allen blood,

Then came the reading of the proclamation
by Miuister Bewall Briefly. as previoualy In.

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GERMANS IN MANILA BAY.

STORY OF TITR SHAMEFUL DOINGS OF
TYHEIR FLEET.

Not Half the Truth of Thelr Outrages Upon
Neuotrality Teld Untll New-—They Diare-
garded All of Dewey's Regulatione—He
Finally Yold Them H They Wanted te
Fight e Waa Ready—Ho Was Compelled

It is more than doubtful it the gravity of Ad-
miral Dewey's position hers has’besn under-
stood st b or the seri ea and delieacy
of the work be has had 1o do. Bitting on the
quarter deck of the flagship Olympia the other
aftarncon he pointed out towand the wreeks of
the Raina Cristina, Castilla. and Ulloa. lying
awash off Point Ssuneiel. and sald:

“The little fight out there was one of the
least difMienlt things I have had to do bere.”
Then hé looked over at the four or five Ger-
man warships lying close In to Manf{la and
said:

* Before I left Washington to coma out bere
they promised me that If thers was any trouble
I should have the Oregon. I wish she were
here now.

“We shall be glad enough to see the Mon-
terey.” be added, after & minute. ™I warrant
she will got & cheering when ahe comes 1n."
It needs nosouthsayerto interpret all this
The plain fact is that the Germans have been
making the Admiral all the trouble they can.
They have been gotting just as far as was sale
to go in annoying him. and several times
they have made him talk of war. He
bas mnot hesitated to use plaln  lan.
guage when the ooccasion required It
But two or three times when he has talked that
way be would have felt a great deal better if be
bad an armorciad or two and some big guns to
baek him up.

The Admiral's position has been most diM-
enlt. His vietory on Mayday was so striking
that the impression at home has ssemad to be
that Dowey can do anything he wants to do.

Admiral Dewey bad ordered that there should
be no movement of ships or boats about the
bay at night without his knowledge and per-
mission. That was necessary to an effective
blockade, and (o order to be legal, a biock-
ade must be eflective. The Germans be-
gan Al onoce to disregard the regula-
tion. They sent launches aboutl afler sun-
down as If there bad been no such regulations.
The launshes were stopped by cur patrol boats
and some of them werd turned back, The re-

Dewey's ships have walched the Gsrmans st
plght with their searchlighta It is partic-
ularly offensive to one warship o be the target
of another searchlight, but that has bappened
to the Germans several times as the whoeellng
American lights examined the bay o see what
was golng on. Voo Diedrichs did not like it
Dewey sant word that be regretted the neces-
aity of such work, but he was compelled to
keep Informed of what went on In the bay at
night. He Intimated that the Germans were
scting as if they thought that they were blook-
ading Mazila lnstead of the Americans

The Germans have boots moaking groat uss of
the Bay of Marivelsa, opposite Corregidor
lsland. Nearly all the time they have a ship or
two thare, and thep come and go between there
and the anchorage off Munila constantly. Every
time thay come In Dewey sends a launch or s
larger vessal to meet them and find out who
they are and where from.

It s quite within his right as the blockader
to do thia but Yon Disdrichs protested. The
German Admirsl twisted Dewey's contention
and ocostrued It as a clalm of the right of
senrch. The American Admiral bad never set
ap clalm to sueh & right, but he Inalsted that he
had the right 10 koow the charscter of every

They
bhad eaptured a steamer from the BSpan-
ish and they sent her down to Bubig
with men. Bhe ocame back one after-
poon and reported to Dewey that the erulser
Irens had preventad har from attacking Grande
Isiand, and bad forved ber to baul down her
insurgent fag and ralse & whits one.

Deawey seot the Haleigh and Concord there at
once. They weat in cleared for sction at
8:15 the naxt morning, ready for what might
eome, German or otherwise. As ther went
in on one side of the ialand. the Irene came
out on the other at full steam. The two Amer-
fcan ships took the fsland with A3 prisoners,
nearly all Spasish soldiers. and 600 rifies, with
an immense quantity of ammunition. Prison-
ors and arms were turned over to the insur-
genta, the prisoners to be guarded for us st our
expense until wantad.

When the Irene came back the MeCulloch
spoke, but did oot stop her. This brought
a protest from both sides. Von Diederichs
objooted to the hauling up of his ships
Dewey declared that the Germans were lendirg
aid and comfort to our enemies, thereby mak-
ing thomselves openly Spaln‘s allies. He sent
a message to the German Admiral, the sub-
stance of which was:

~1s there peace or war between our eoun-
triea? If there is war I want to know it. If
there is peace I want ron to schange your
courss. The war to make war is to clear up
ship and go atit.”

Von Diederichs replied with an apology and
an explanation. He said the Irene had not in-
terfered with the ipsurgents, but had refused
to answer signals from the insurgent steamer
because they codld not be answered without
recoguizing the Insurgent flag.

She agreed to answer signals, howaver, if &
white flag was raised on the insurgent shin
After he had thought about It a day or so, Yoa
Diederiebs apparestly thought he had baen too
complaisant in his tone and thes tried a differ-
ent attitude.

He wrote to Admiral Dewsy the nme
in which he miscoustrued Dewer's con-
tention about the right to speak Incoming
ships. and said he would lay the mst-
ter before Commanders-in-Chle!f now in
the harbor. Sinee then Dewey has heard
nothing from him, bat he has heard what hap-
pened when Voo Diederichs called on Capt.
Chicbester of the Immortalité, the senlor officer
of the English squadron. The English-
man showed the OCGerman his iostroe-
tions, by which he was ordered %o
do what Dewer had been contending
that the Germans should do. There was not
much ground left for Voo Disderichs after that.

There the matter stands now, Admiral
Dewey waits for the arrival of the armorclads
and Admiral Voo Diederichs " deviseth wicked
imaginingw.”

The searchlights have been keeping at work
all night, and the Germans have been wamed
that if their launches move around promiscu-
ously without Dewey's knowledge they willbe
fired on. The outocome remains to be seen.

THE KHALIFA'S MINE BLEW P,

s Mad Intendsd to Destroy a Britieh Ship
with It—Many Dervishes Killed.
Special Cabdle Drapatch to THr Brw.

Wapy Hamzp Camr, fifty-three miles north
of Omdurman, Aug. T2.—Native spies have
brought tothe Anglo-Egyptian eamp here de-
talls of an sttempt on the part of the Ehalifa,
the Mahdi's and leader of the
dervisbes, to blow up British steamers ascend-
ing the Nile. On Friday last he placed
a buge box of explosives In a boat that
was put in charge of a Tunislan prisoner who
was chained to the boat. The boat was then
towed to Kororl by the steamer Ismallia. When
the party reached this point the Tunisian was
instructed to sink the mine In the falreway,
where any British vesse]l passing would be esr-

tain to hit it

Whils the prisoner was sinking the mine it
exploded. shattering the small boat and blow-
ing the Ismallia to plecea. Many of the Der-
vishes were killed.

The advancing expadition found the once
important city of Metemneh a squalid ruin.
The country for a mile around was strewn with
the bones of oxen, goats, camels, and donkeys.
A gallows was also found, with human jaw-
bones thick arcund it. The “forta™ were
merely mud emplacements. The town was
permeated with a siekly stench of fat and
blood. and dilapidation prevailed everywhere

A few double-storied hooses were standing.
but their walls were crumbling, the gateways
were choked. and the roofs had collapaed.. It is
expected that the dafences of Omdurman will
be found in an equally ruinous condition.

The flooded Nile will prolong the marches,
It ralned heavily yesterday. There is desola-
tion along the line of march, wnich is strewn
with the bones ol men, women. and ehildren.

MORE TEOOFS FOR HONOLULU.

It Is to Be Made a Military Base for the
Philippines.

Bax Fzascmsco, Aug. 72 —Prepamtions are
being made to send a large foree of troops to
Honolulu. All available transports, including
the Scandia, Australis and Gydney, and also
the Peking, which arrived to-day trom Manila,
will be despatched as soon as they can be mads
ready. Notwithstanding reporta to the con-
trary, all the troops of the expeditionary foroes
will go to Honolulu, which will be made the
military base for the Philipplos Islands,

reported after Gen, Merriam's departure,
directing him to hald the Arigpons at Honolulu,
He had been fully informed-of that long before
the hour of salling, and went to Honolulu
equipped with clothing and provisions for four
months.
